Baby killed by 
dog is named 

The six-month-old girl who was killed by an 
American Pitbull in Northamptonshire has been 
named as Molly-Mae Wotherspoon of Morning 
Star Road, Daventry. 

An inquest into her death was opened in the 
boardroom of Northampton General Hospital 
yesterday and adjourned until February 11. 

A serious case review committee is to meet 
next month to see if a safeguarding board 
should investigate. 

The dog which killed the baby was a 
prohibited breed under the Dangerous Dogs Act. 

It was destroyed at the house by a vet. 

County Coroner Anne Pember said: “The 
public should be aware this breed of dog is 
classified under the Dangerous Dogs Act for a 
reason. It is a dangerous dog. The family have 
paid the ultimate price for owning such a dog - 
the death of their six-month-old daughter.” 

Molly-Mae died from head injuries at 
Northampton General Hospital. 


MP: Case 


to answer 


with club 


deaths

An MP is angry the Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) is bringing no criminal 
charges against anyone for the tragic 
deaths of two young women at a 
Northampton nightclub in October 
2011. 

Northampton South backbench MP 
Brian Binley said the decision was not 
good enough and the pair who 
tragically died following events that 
evening at Lava & Ignite, which has 
since closed, ‘deserve more than the 
CPS are offering’. 

Mr Binley will be writing to the CPS to 
demand answers as to why nothing is 
being done even though two people lost 


their lives at a student event in the town 
three years ago. The case has been 
passed to the coroner who will set a 
date for the inquests. 

Northampton Borough Council will 
consider Health and Safety at Work Act 
offences. 

Speaking to the Northants Herald & 
Post , Mr Binley said: “I am not happy 
with this and will be writing to the CPS 
to find out why they said there were no 
grounds for prosecution. 

“Clearly rules were broken and more 
people were in the building than were 
allowed. I want to ask what steps are 
being taken to insure this tragedy can 
never happen again in the country. 

“When this awful tragedy happened I 
always said I wanted to keep track of 


the various responses and reports. I 
have done this and I believe we owe 
the young people who suffered and 
died. They deserve more than the 
CPS are offering. 

“I am deeply concerned about 
this issue.” 

The two students who died were 
22-year-old Nabila Nanfuka, fro 
Neasden, North London, and 
19-year-old Laurene-Danielle 
Jackson from Shepherd’s Bush, 
London.

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‘Don’t panic about Ebola’, says virus expert 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER speaks 
to University of Northampton expert 
Dr Stuart Allen to find out if we 
should be worried about Ebola. 



A University of Northampton expert 
is urging people across the county 
‘not to panic’ about the Ebola 
outbreak. 

Dr Stuart Allen, head of sport, 
exercise and life sciences, made the 
comments after the deadly virus 
was contracted for the first time 
outside West Africa last Monday by 
a nurse in Spain who tested 
positive. 

She had caught the disease after 
treating a patient repatriated to 
Madrid from Sierra Leone. 

Since news of the case broke, fear 
has spread across Europe that it 
could become a pandemic. 

It has even prompted fever tests to 
take place at Heathrow Airport, 
which started on Tuesday. 

With people in Northamptonshire 
now taking to social networking 
sites to voice their fears that it could 
reach the county, Mr Allen has 
stepped forward to emphasise that, 
despite the fact there is a slight 
chance of it reaching the UK, a 
serious outbreak across the country 


and into Northamptonshire is 
highly unlikely. 

Dr Allen told the Northants Herald 
and Post: “There is a very low risk of 
Ebola coming to the UK, let alone 
Northamptonshire. 

“Ebola isn’t easy to contract at all. 
It is spread through direct contact 
with infected bodily fluids. 

“It’s not like the common cold or 
the flu virus where you can get 
infected by somebody sneezing on 
you. It’s much, much harder to 
catch. 

“You would have to be physically 
touching something that was 
coming from an infected person. 
You’d need to be actually handling 
their vomit, their faeces, their blood 
or urine to catch it.” 

Dr Allen also stressed that even if 
the deadly virus did reach the UK, 
there would still be no need to 
panic. 

“If such a thing was to happen and 
Ebola reached the UK, the country 
has a preparedness plan,” he added. 

“As we speak, there are experts all 
over the country tracking the 
disease. 

“If anyone does show symptoms of 
Ebola in the UK, the person would 
be looked after suitably straight 
away and they would be looked 
after in a safe place. Therefore I 
think it is very unlikely that Ebola 
would spread even if it did reach the 
UK.” 

The Ebola virus is a serious, usual¬ 
ly fatal, disease for which there are 
no licensed treatments or vaccines, 
according to NHS experts. 


It has so far killed 4,000 people. 

It was first identified in Africa in 
the mid-1970s but this outbreak, 
which began in March, has been 
described as the most serious so far. 

Experts from NHS Choices said 
people can become infected if they 
come into contact with the blood, 
body fluids or organs of an infected 
person - and most catch it by giving 
care to other infected people, 
usually by cleaning up body fluids. 

They said other ways people can 
catch Ebola are by touching the 
soiled clothing of an infected 
person, then touching their mouth; 
having sex with an infected person 
without using a condom; or 


handling unsterilised needles or 
medical equipment which were 
used in the care of the infected 
person. 

An infected person may develop a 
fever, headache, joint and muscle 
pain, sore throat and intense 
muscle weakness between two and 
21 days after becoming infected. 

Diarrhoea, vomiting, a rash, 
stomach pain and impaired kidney 
and liver function follow. 

Experts, such as Mr Allen, say the 
likelihood of catching Ebola is very 
low for people in the UK - unless 
they have travelled to an infected 
area and had direct contact with a 
person with Ebola-like symptoms.

No prosecution in 
club crush deaths

Staff at the Northampton 
Lava & Ignite nightclub in 
which two students were 
crushed to death won’t face 
criminal prosecution. 

Northants Police and 
Northampton Borough 
Council made the announce¬ 
ment yesterday following a 
lengthy investigation into the 
deaths of two young women 
at the nightclub in 2011.

Costly Cobblers 
top of the table

Going to enjoy matchday 
at Northampton Town 
costs more than any 
other club in League 
Two, according to the 
BBC Price of Football 
survey released this 
week. 

The Cobblers’ match- 
day experience costs 
£30.20 with the cheapest 
being almost a third less 
at Burton Albion at 
£21.80. 

The total includes the 
cost of a cup of tea, at 
£2.10, a pie at £3.10 and a 
£3 programme. 

However, the club’s 
replica shirts are below 
the average price at 


£39.99. The cheapest is 
Newport County’s shirt, 
which sets you back 
£34.95. The Cobblers also 
have the most expensive 
of the cheapest match- 
day tickets, topping the 
table with Plymouth 
Argyle at £22. 

Bury, Burton and 
Tranmere were the 
cheapest at £15 with local 
rivals Cambridge a 
pound dearer. But the 
most expensive ticket, 
also costing £22, is just a 
small fraction above the 
league average. 

However, the cheapest 
season ticket is just below 
average for the league at 
£249 but the most expen¬ 
sive season ticket is 
above the £384.17 aver¬ 


age at £410. In compari¬ 
son to the Premier 
League, the matchday 
experience at Sixfields 
stadium is actually more 
expensive than four 
clubs in the top flight of 
English Football. 

The cheapest Saturday

United. At Hull City it is

Heart attack victim meets life saver 



A woman has thanked the 
neighbour who saved her life 
after she suffered a heart 
attack at home. 

Ann Lowry, from Oundle, 
called a doctor when she 
suffered a sudden tightness 
in her chest and shortness 
of breath at her home in 
Springfield Road last year. 

The doctor called 999, 
believing Ann, aged 74 at the 
time, was suffering a heart 
attack. But before paramed¬ 
ics got to the scene, neigh¬ 
bour Paul Brackley arrived. 

Paul, 48, a community first 
responder, is trained to carry 
out emergency first aid. 

He was having a cup of tea 
at his home, in the same 
street as Ann, when she was 
taken ill. When he heard 
what was happening from 


the paramedics rushing to 
the scene, he went to Ann’s 
house and saved her life. 

Ann said: “Paul arrived at 
my house within minutes of 
my doctor calling 999,1 
didn’t even realise until later 
that he only lived down the 
road. He did some observa¬ 
tions and was so profession¬ 
al making me feel instantly 


calm which also helped with 
my breathing difficulties. 

“When I got to hospital 
they said I had suffered a 
heart attack and told me 
that I was very lucky that I 
didn’t go into full cardiac 
arrest. 

“I feel like I owe everything 
to Paul for helping me on 
that day.”

Bang Theory star Kaley Cuoco, model Cara 
Delevigne, 90210 and Dallas star Annalynn 
McCord, along with singers Avril Lavigne and 
Rihanna, whose personal pictures have been 
posted online by anonymous bloggers. 


A lawyer representing more than a dozen 
celebrities targeted by hackers has threatened 
to sue Google for $100million due to the search 
engine ‘making millions and profiting from 
the victimisation of women’.

Non-British staff at NGH 
are doing excellent jobs 

Keith Jackson’s argument (in last 
week’s paper) is specious and lays 
the blame at the wrong door. 

It is vital to separate legal migrants 
from within the EU or elsewhere, and 
those who are willing to risk every¬ 
thing clinging to the underside of a 
heavy goods vehicle for hundreds of 
miles. 

The fact is that illegal immigrants 
are not entitled to any benefits at all 


as they lead desperate existences 
outside of the system, usually in 
extreme poverty. 

However it has been proven that 
legal migrants are more likely than 
British-born people to produce a net 
financial benefit to this country, 
since they often have useful skills, 
knowledge, or just the hardworking 
attitude to be in paid work. 

To those who argue that migrant 
labour is ‘taking’ their jobs - why - 
does your boss want to employ a 
foreigner in the first place? Because 
they work harder, are better 


qualified, or cost less in wages? 

These are questions you should be 
asking of your boss rather than blam¬ 
ing somebody who is simply trying to 
legally improve their life through 
hard work and enterprise. 

There are many jobs which simply 
would go unfilled in this country 
without hardworking legal migrants - 
when it comes to the NHS, this is 
particularly true. 

Mr Jackson specifically talks about 
Northampton General Hospital 
(NGH) and its beds crisis. 

When my wife was suddenly taken 
ill and stayed for an extended period 
at NGH, the vast majority of the non- 
British people that we encountered 
were NHS employees doing vital jobs 
and providing excellent care. 

The fact is that the NHS was built at 
least in part with immigrant labour, 
and today is sustained with 
immigrant labour. 

It is a pity that those who espouse 
the argument that our national infra¬ 
structure is at breaking point due to 
migration - legal or otherwise - 
consistently fail to place the blame 
with those in power who continue to 
take money away from our vital 
services while providing tax cuts for 
the richest in society. 

Clearly it is in the interests of 
expenses-swindling politicians and 
tax-avoiding corporate leaders to 
scapegoat immigrants, and this 
prejudice is enthusiastically encour¬ 
aged by certain tabloids and 
increasingly exploited by right-wing 
opportunists like UKIP.

Paedophile 
sent to jail

A 60-year-old paedophile 
has been sentenced to four 
years and nine months in 
prison. 

Charles Pearce, of Semilong 
Road, Northampton, was 
found guilty of two indecent 
assaults against a child, one 
count of gross indecency and 
the possession of more than 
3,000 images. 

Pearce had been already 
convicted for having 90,000 
abusive images of children in 
May this year and was 
sentenced to a community 
order by the court. 

He was re-arrested at the 
beginning of June after offic¬ 
ers from Northamptonshire 
Police discovered he was in 
possession of new images on 
a routine visit to his home. 

Officers also linked Pearce 
to a man in the United 
States with whom he 
had been sharing 
images. Details 
have been passed 
to CEOP and are 
being investigated 
by international 
authorities. 




Pearce was sentenced to jail 
last Thursday at 
Northampton Crown Court. 

Detective Sergeant Gan 
Thayanithy, from the 
Dangerous Persons 

Management Unit, said: 
“Pearce is a very dangerous 
man who, despite a recent 
conviction, continued to 
access abusive images of 
children.

Gl Joey looking for 
Golden Giving help

A Golden Giving website has 
been launched in the battle 
to help save the life of 
Northampton’s ‘GI Joey’. 

One-year-old Joey Morris 
has a rare blood disorder 
which means his body is 
unable to produce red blood 
cells and he is forced to have 
blood transfusions every 
three to four weeks. 

His mum Kaisha is keeping 
her fingers crossed a six-week 
course of steroid treatments 
which Joey is on will work as 
it could help save the life of 
her son. 

She said: “Joey’s iron levels 
are going through the roof 
and as a result we are having 
to take this treatment on. 

“The trouble is the blood 
transfusions are keeping him 
alive but they are killing him 
at the same time. 

“The steroid treatment has a 
20 per cent chance of success 
but if it does it will kick-start 
his bone marrow.” 

Joey suffers from the rarest 
blood conditions in the world, 
Diamond Blackfan Anaemia 
(DBA), which affects just 800 


people across the world - 125 
in the UK.

The peaceful rule of Vlad III 
Tepes is threatened by the arrival 
of Sultan Mehmed II who demands 
1000 boys for his army, including 
Vlad’s son Ingeras. To save his 
son and his kingdom, Vlad jour¬ 
neys to find an ancient sorcerer 
and enters into a dark bargain 
that gives him the power to defeat 
his enemies. But there’s a catch: 
after three days he will become 
weak and will have an insatiable 
thirst for human blood. 

While the film is mildly enter¬ 
taining with decent acting from 
lead man Luke Evans, it might 
have been best if this story had 
remained untold.

Raid Mohamed is looking to build 
on a positive start to life at 
Northampton Town as he prepares 
for a return to former club 
Cheltenham on Saturday. 

The winger spent two years at 
Whaddon Road before moving to 
Port Vale in 2013 - and now finds 
himself on a season long loan at 
Sixfields from the League One club. 

Mohamed has fond memories from 
his time at the Robins, but was left 
frustrated after the Cobblers’ 2-1 
defeat to Burton on Saturday, admit¬ 
ting both his and the team’s perfor¬ 
mance wasn’t good enough. 

“I had a great chance to give us the 
lead in the first half and I should be 
scoring them,” he said. 

“It’s frustrating as we’ve been on a 
good run and the performance 
wasn’t there, my performance wasn’t 
there. 

“You can’t play eight out of ten 
every week, you’re going to have 
those games, but the best thing is to 
look forward to the next game and 
take something from Cheltenham. 

“I had a great two seasons there, 
Mark Yates signed me and I got on 
well with the gaffer so I’m looking 
forward to going back there, I’ve got a 
lot of friends and it’s a good family 
club.” 

The 30-year-old has found opportu¬ 


nities sparse at Port Vale since mov¬ 
ing from Cheltenham, but has been a 
key man at Sixfields this year, play¬ 
ing in all but one of the Cobblers’ 
League Two fixtures. 

He has also contributed three goals, 
and said he was enjoying being at the 
club, and believes the squad are 
capable of a promotion push. 


“I’ve had a good start, I’m really 
enjoying it here,” he said. “I could 
have had a couple more goals but I’m 
happy to get the assists and if I’m not 
scoring goals I can help the team. 

“I don’t really look forwards and 
think about what’s going to happen, I 
just deal with what I’m involved in 
now. I’m happy at the moment, I said 


to the gaffer I’m happy play¬ 
ing for him, hopefully I can 
give him 100 per cent and 
help the team get promoted 
this season. 

“I’ve been in this league a 
while now, and it’s one of 
those leagues where anyone 
can beat anyone, it’s mad. 

“You’ve got to start every 
game well and if we can do 
that I think we’ve got a good 
chance as we’ve got a strong 
squad.” 

Meanwhile, Cobblers boss 
Chris Wilder believes 
Northampton can kick on 
from their inconsistent start 
to the League Two campaign 
as his injury problems begin 
to ease. 

Town have enjoyed a season 
of mixed fortunes so far, but 
despite a well-documented 
injury list Wilder’s men cur¬ 
rently sit ninth, a point out¬ 
side the play-off places. 

And the manager believes 
that with the Sixfields treat¬ 
ment room starting to empty 
out his side will be in a posi¬ 
tion to improve in the second 
half of the season. 

“It’s a tight league and we have to 
keep in the race,” he said. “I think 
everybody’s trying to set themselves 
up for after Christmas which always 
happens in league football. 

“We’re really looking forward to 
when we’ve got a fit and healthy 
squad and if we have that we fancy 


our chances to kick on and show that 
consistency that’s a touch missing at 
the moment. 

“We want to make that extra step to 
join in at the top, you look at the table 
and we’re six points off top, we’re still 
in an alright position. 

“The race really starts in January 
and if we can put ourselves in a posi¬ 
tion to overcome the difficulties 
we’ve had then we can really kick on 
and have a successful season.” 

The injury situation is starting to 
improve with the likes of Kelvin 
Langmead, Emile Sinclair and Matt 
Duke involved in a behind closed 
doors match against Leicester on 
Tuesday. 

However, Lewis Hornby, Marc 
Richards, Zander Diamond and Evan 
Horwood are still on the sidelines, 
with Wilder lamenting the effect 
their absence has had on the cam¬ 
paign so far. 

“It is easing up but it’s seemed to be 
all the way through the season - it 
eases up and then we pick up another 
one so the continuity of team selec¬ 
tion is obviously nonexistent at the 
moment. 

“We feel we’re a few points light at 
this stage of the season but when you 
look at the quality of the players not 
involved, the likes of Sinclair, [John- 
Joe] O’Toole, Richards and Diamond, 
they are four really big players. 

“I’m sure if anyone was asked would 
you rather have those four players in 
your squad and would they make you 
better and stronger, it’s just a no 
brainer.” 


Cobblers emerged from Brewers defeat with credit

to Burton Albion this weekend. 

Alex MacDonald’s 85th minute thunderbolt 
free kick saw Burton Albion victors over the 
Cobblers at Sixfields on Saturday. 

The squat midfielder’s 35-yard game winner 
was worthy of a higher level on a day of tough 
competition where Northampton still emerged 
with credit in defeat. 

Not that third placed Albion had it all their 
own way in the battle against Chris Wilder’s 
sixth-placed Cobblers, far from it, for it was 
Northampton that looked like claiming three 
points after Ryan Cresswell’s 80th minute vol¬ 
leyed equaliser. 

John Motson, a guest of the club, announced 
the home starting line-up, adding old-school 
authenticity on a day where the Football 
League took centre stage in the international 
break. 

Cobblers’ Alex Nicholls received hearty 
applause when handed his first home league 
start after a lengthy injury lay-off while Enda 
Stevens, the Aston Villa loanee left back, was 
pushed straight into the side by Wilder. 

Northampton, of course, missed Marc 
Richards up front but Burton too were bereft of 
their main striker with Stuart Beavon an 


absentee meaning that Jacob Blyth, 
previously leant to the Cobblers by 
Leicester City, took the Albion tar¬ 
get-man role. 

It was Gary Rowett’s Brewers, 
bedecked in lurid yellow and mor¬ 
phing into an inferior Borussia 
Dortmund, who took control of the 
early stages of the game. Lucas 
Akins, Burton’s winger, showed his 
dance background by quickstep¬ 
ping past Stevens with only min¬ 
utes gone. 

Jordan Archer, the Cobblers’ keep¬ 
er - known to have a “mistake in 
him” - clattered his own player 
after three minutes further fraying 
Northampton nerves. Burton 
pressed the ball well with 
MacDonald, who looks like a 
squashed Desperate Dan, doing 
some dandy closing-down in cen¬ 
tral midfield. 

Yet it was Cobblers who began to impose 
themselves with a Kaid Mohamed turn and 
shot on ten minutes testing Jon McLaughlin in 
the Brewers’ goal. McLaughlin played against 
the Cobblers in the 2013 play-off final for 
Bradford City and stood up well in this clash 
between two more promotion contenders. 

The long limbed Akins proved a constant 
early threat, having the gangly legs and close 
control to drive fear into the hearts of lower 
league defenders. Akins’ 16th minute dash and 
stinging cross challenged Archer’s resilience. 


In a contest between two counter-attacking 
sides, goals were likely through rapid offensive 
transition play and sprinter Chris Hackett 
almost broke the deadlock on 24 minutes in 
this way: the surging Hackett switched to 
Nicholls, who cut in and crossed with Hackett 
forcing McLaughlin into a strong save. 

Forget about contenders for miss of the sea¬ 
son, Mohamed can claim that honour right 
now after blazing a volley over on 40 minutes 
when needing a touch and a side-foot finish. 

Mohamed’s miss was compounded on the 


cusp of half time when Blyth, of 
all people, exposed lax Cobblers 
tracking-back to drive the ball 
past Archer. 

The advertising slogan for 
Cobblers’ official partner archi¬ 
tects “all buildings deserve to be 
loved” raised smiles with 
Sixfields’ East Stand redevelop¬ 
ment currently stalled. 

There was further trouble 
brewing for Northampton after 
the restart with Burton, who 
suffered five defeats in their 
past six games, starting the 
brighter. Cobblers were over- 
reliant on long balls forward 
with the hirsute Ian Sharps, who 
could pass for a member of the 
Discovery Channel’s Alaskan 
bush people, heading every¬ 
thing that was thrown at him. 
Northampton’s own monster 
centre back Cresswell wasn’t to be outdone by 
Sharps, winning both first and second balls 
from an 80th minute Daniel Alfei punt before 
sending an off balance volley into the top right 
corner of the Brewers’ net. 

With the shoe army sensing blood and twitchy 
Burton boss Gary Rowett reaching for the 
defensive subs, MacDonald stepped up from 
long range, sending the ball left then right to 
leave Archer in a crumpled heap and 
Northampton ninth in League Two going into 
this weekend’s match at Cheltenham Town. 
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Northampton Saints begin their quest to 
become kings of Europe again on Saturday 
when the newly formed European Rugby 
Champions Cup kicks-off with a trip to 
France and Racing Metro. 

The current champions of England last won 
the continent’s top prize in 2000 when it was 
still known as the Heineken Cup, and Jim 
Mallinder’s men will be desperate to back up 
last season’s Aviva Premiership crown with 
European glory. 

Although Saints also won the secondary 
Amlin Challenge Cup in Europe last season, 
the top prize is the one they really want. 


However, they face a tough start to the pool 
stage with the trip to Paris and Top 14 club 
Racing, who are considered by many to be 
Northampton’s most formidable foes in pool 
five. 

With Welsh outfit Ospreys and Italian side 
Benetton Treviso making up the group, the 
away clash with Metro looks to be the tough¬ 
est examination. 

A positive result, therefore, would be a huge 
statement of intent in Northampton’s bid to 
reach the quarter finals. 

Racing feature Irish fly-half Jonathan 
Sexton in their ranks, the man who inspired 


Leinster to their 33-22 comeback victory over 
Saints in the Heineken Cup final of 2011, as 
well as former Northampton prop Brian 
Mujati and British & Irish Lions Mike Phillips, 
Jamie Roberts and Dan Lydiate. 

Saints skipper Dylan Hartley said: “It’s a 
new tournament and we’re going into it con¬ 
fident. The squad’s playing well and is settled. 

“But things have to go up a level. From expe¬ 
rience we know that away from home in 
Europe it’s very tough.”
